COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP) — 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
called today on th e older gener­ 
ation to stop “ cringing” lest th e 
young inh erit a lawless society. 
Filling in for President Nixon, 
Agnew told members of th e 
graduating class of Oh io State 
University 
th at 
present-day 
youth ful protesters are not th e 
first to ch allenge aggressively 
th e fundamental values of a so­ 
ciety. 
Agnew, in h is prenared ad­ 
dress, said, “we are not in tur­ 
moil because of young testing. 
We are in trouble because my 
generation h as apparently failed 
to define and defend eith er its 
ach ievements or its inh eritance 
from past generations of Ameri­ 
cans. 
“A society wh ich comes to 
fear its ch ildren is effete. A 
snivelling, h and wringing power 
structure deserves th e violent 
rebellion it encourages. If my 
generation doesn’t ston cring­ 
ing, yours will inh erit a lawless 
society wh ere emotion and mus­ 
cle displace reason.” 
Agnew suggested college ad­ 
ministrators sh ould take a calm 


look 
at 
youth ful 
complaints, 
“accepting th e rational and re­ 
jecting th e immature.” To th e 
students h e said: 
“Ask y ourselves wh ich kind 
of a society you want for tomor­ 
row—tomorrow wh en 
y ou are 
th e establish ment. 
“ Righ t now we h ave a ch oice. 
Will we treat all th at is wrong 
with America as a ch allenge or 
an indictment? Will we attack 
th ese problems or just weep 
over th em? Will wfe condemn 
our 
institutions 
or 
correct 
th em? Will wre repudiate democ­ 
racy because it moves slowlv or 
revitalize it so its pace, quick­ 
ens? 
“Th e answers are far from 
self-evident. Th e jurv is still 
out. I trust th at th e ultimate re­ 
sponse will be nositive.” 
Agnew said th at th e American 
system, w’h ile far from nerfect. 
is worth saving. He said social­ 
ism stultifies th e recipients of 
its benefits wh ile free enterprise 
h as as its ultimate goal th e nro- 
motion of h igh er living stand­ 
ards for all. But h e added th at 
th e Constitution does not guar­ 
antee perpetual equality.

Cooke, Archbishop of New York. 
“ Robert Francis Kennedy was 
a man who responded with ev­ 
ery breath and heartbeat to the 
destiny which called him . . 
the cardinal said. “He was st 
man of deep faith in God, in the 
future of his country, in the bas­ 
ic goodness of his fellowman.” 
The service at Arlington, con­ 
ducted after dark and lit by can­ 
dles, was strikingly sim ilar to 
the circumstances under which 
Robert Kennedy was buried last 
June IO. Across the nation, oth­ 
er services were held.

This plan is designed to build 
a 
sturdy loading ramp that 
insures 
you 
quieter, 
safer 
loading. Nothing causes cattle 
to balk more than a shaky chute 
or ramp. 
Build the ramp as close as 
possible to the road or tyghway, 
so that it will be convenient 
for trucks and trailers to load 
and unload. Use concrete for 
the walls that form the base 
of the ramp. 
* * * 
THE concrete floor is laid 
after earth fill is compacted in 


I place. This rough iinish on the 
walking surface of Hie floor 
prevents animals from slipping. 
Heavy pressure — treated 
wood posts support side walls 
built of 2-inch plank lumber. 
These posts are set in the 
ground and securely anchored 
to the concrete walls. 
An elevated catwalk for the 
operator is provided along one 
side for convenience in driving 
cattle. This is constructed by 
2-by 
10-inch 
pressure-treated 
plank lumber. All fastenings 
should be galvanized to prevent 
rust.

Brown said cease and desist 
action w'as taken against tile 
parent firm, the Ohio Associa­ 
tion of Koscot Distributors, Co­ 
lumbus, and two Ohio-based dis­ 
tributors listed at the same ad­ 
dress. He identified them as 
Jam es Pack and George Err- 
ington. 
A third man, William J. Bur­ 
ton of Columbus, was identified 
as the firm ’s Columbus direc­ 
tor. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
agents seized four men, 50,000

These are among the ways in 
which hou seholds, hard p ressed 
in the midst of p lenty, are at­ 
temp ting to offset swiftly rising 
p rices and taxes. 
This week the g overnment an­ 
nou nced 
that 
for

straig ht month redemp tions o f 
saving s 
bonds 
and 
freedom 
6hares exceeded sales in May. 
The ou tflow was $12 million, 
comp ared with an influ K of $36 
million a year earlier. 
At the same time, the rate of 
saving s by American families is 
falling . Personal saving s as a 
p er cent of disp osable income 
drop p ed from 7.1 p er cent a 
year ag o to 6.1 p er cent in 19 69 ’s 
first three months. 
The records of saving s and 
loan associations and 
mu tu al 
saving s 
banks 
show 
cleariy 
what is hap p ening . Saving s and 
loans had withdrawals in Ap ril 
of $520 million. Mu tu al saving s 
banks lost dep osits of $200 mil 
lion in the same month. 
Similar evidence of financial 
strain is shown by records of 
life insu rers. 
Almost all larg e comp anies 
rep ort steady increases xn p oli­ 
cy loans. And the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration rep orts a similar 
exp erience 
with the National 
Service Life Insu rance p olicies. 
For the first three months of 
19 69 , the Institu te of Life Insu r­ 
ance rep orts, the dollar valu e of 
p olicy loans issu ed was 23 p er 
cent hig her than a year earlier, 
and indications are that the hig h 
rate p ersists to this day. 
Some of the larg er comp anies 
now have more than 4 p er cent 
of assets on loan, and in some 
instances 
the 
p ercentag e 
is 
mu ch hig her. The exp erience of 
Metrop olitan Life, second larg ­ 
est in the nation, is p erhap s typ ­ 
ical.

faintness may be remedied by 
having p atients lie on the side 
rather than on the back. This

NEW YORK (AP) — With in­ 
flation now accelerating to a 
rate well in excess ai 5 per cent 
a year, Americans are reducing 
the amount going into savings 
accounts, are cashing savings 
bonds, and are borrowing on in­ 
surance policies. 
These are among the ways in 
which households, bard pressed 
in the midst of plenty, are at­ 
tempting to offset swiftly rising 
prices and taxes. 
This week the government an­ 
nounced 
that for the 
sixth 
straight month redemptions of 
savings 
bonds 
and 
freedom 
shares exceeded sales in May. 
The outflow was $12 million, 
compared with an influK of $36 
million a year earlier. 
At the same time, the rate of 
savings by American families is 
falling. Personal savings as a 
per cent of disposable income 
dropped from 7.1 per cent a 
year ago to 6.1 per cent in 1969’s 
first three months. 
The records of savings and 
loan associations and mutual 
savings 
banks 
show 
clearly 
what is happening. Savings and 
loans had withdrawals in April 
of $520 million. Mutual savings 
banks lost deposits of $200 mil­ 
lion in the same month. 
Similar evidence of financial 
strain is shown by records of 
life insurers. 
Almost all large companies 
report steady increases m poli­ 
cy loans. And the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration reports a similar 
experience with tile National 
Service Life Insurance policies. 
For the first three months of 
1969, the Institute of Life Insur­ 
ance reports, the dollar value of 
policy loans issued was 23 per 
cent higher than a year earlier, 
and indications are that the high 
rate persists to this day. 
Some of the larger companies 
now have more than 4 per cent 
of assets an loan, and in some 
instances 
the 
percentage 
is 
much higher. The experience of 
Metropolitan Life, second larg­ 
est in the nation, is perhaps typ­ 
ical. 
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On Dec. 31, 1966. Metropolitan 
had about 3.95 per cent of its as­ 
set* out on policy loans. A year 
later the figure had risen to 4 
per cent. By the end of 1968 the 
percentage had risen to 4.06 and 
by April of this year had 
jumped to 4.12. 
Figures compiled by the ILI 
show that in the first three 
months of this year insurance 


companies made loans on poli­ 
cies totaling $801 million, a 
jump of nearly $150 million over 
the figures of a year ago. 
The increases are even sharp­ 
er when compared with figures 
for the 1960s, before inflation be­ 
came established. Figures for 
1966 through 1968 already reflect 
the beginning of the trend that 
is now accelerating.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun­ 
dreds af banks and other money 
lenders, setting the stage far 
what ane official says will be a 
“real loan crunch,” are telling 
the government they may have 
to sharply curtail or end student 
loans.

Office of Education, “but we 
are definitely concerned over a 
real loan crunch this summer.” 
At stake is more than S640 
million in government guaran­ 
teed loams now going to 750,000 
students under the Higher Edu 
cation Act of 1965.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
board chairman of the National 
Science Foundation says there 
is no scientific evidence that 
smoking marijuana is harmful 
or addictive. 
In fact, says Dr. Philip Han 
dler, the information available 
now indicates the opposite may 
be true. 
“ It is our puritan ethics which 
says we shouldn’t do this rather 
than science which says 
we 
should not, at the moment,” Dr. 
Handler told a House appropria­ 
tions subcommittee in testimony 
released today. 
Handler said it still remains a 
scientific 
problem 
to 
decide 
whether marijuana is dangerous 
to society. He likened it to al­ 


cohol and said a similar deci­ 
sion would have to be made if 
alcohol had just been discov­ 
ered. 
Similar 
statements 
touched 
off a controversy in 1967 when 
they came from a top health of ­ 
ficial in the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
Dr. 
James 
L. 
Godard, 
a 
commissioner of the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration, said 
then that as a physician he was 
not satisfied that medical justi­ 
fication existed to prohibit the 
use of marijuana. 
He went further than Handler, 
however, and condemned laws 
against the use of marijuana as 
too severe and medically unjus­ 
tified. 


Release of Handler’s testimo­ 
ny comes at a time when the 
government is in the midst of a 
nationwide 
campaign 
against 
marijuana and narcotics. Ger­ 
ald N. Kurtz, director of 
the 
drive by the National Institute 
of Mental Health, said upon 
launching the campaign; “Our 
primary aim is to arm young 
people and their parents with 
the facts to help them resist 
pressures to experiment with 
drugs—marijuana and LSD.” 
Dr Handler, in his testimony 
to the subcmmittee, said there 
is no scientific proof that the 
use of marijuana can lead to ad­ 
diction to harder narcotics.

School Hit 
By Violence 
In Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) — 
Cleveland C o l l i n w o o d 
High School’s senior prom Fri­ 
day night was cancelled 
and 
classes Friday were ended an 
hour early in an effort to curb 
racial 
violence 
outside 
the 
school. 
More violence erupted Friday 
afternoon after the school was 
closed however, and Cleveland 
Police arrested eight persons, 
five of them adults, on disorder­ 
ly conduct 
charges. 
Arrests 
followed 
several scuffles be­ 
tween police and a white mob 
of about 200 persons described 
as mostly non-students. 
Forty 
Cleveland Policemen, 
some of them mounted, sur­ 
rounded the school when classes 
were released Friday. Negro 
students, who comprise about 
15 per cent of the school’s 3,200 
enrollment, were escorted to 
waiting city buses by tile police. 
After most of the police had 
left the area, the mob formed 
and began throwing rocks and 
bricks at cars carrying Negroes, 
police reported. Police said 15 
patrol cars were dispatched to 
the scene and dispresed the 
mob after several scuffles. 
Police said violence outside 
the 
school 
began 
Thursday 
morning when a large group of 
whites attacked a smaller group 
of Negroes with sticks, bats, and 
metal pipes. The attack touched 
off sporadic incidents through 
out the day. 
Police said the violence was 
apparently the result of an in­ 
cident Tuesday night involving 
several non-students. 
No incidents were reported in­ 
side the school during the week.
